SPEED vod A TRAIN, 


How it Can be Fasity Caleniated 
by a Passenger

frequently made as to how the speed 

of a train may be estimated. The

speed his train is making, and we sug- 
gest three methods by which the speed 


may be guessed with remarkable ac- 
chracy, as follows: 

Watch for the “passagéof the train 
by the large white mile posts with 
| black figures upol: them, and divide 

3.609 by the time in. se onds between 
| posts; the result is the speed in miles 
per hour. 

Listen attentively until the car dis- 
tinguislia@p thctick, click, click of the 
wheel as it passes a naif joint. The 
number of clicks upon one side of the 
var in twenty seconds is the speed in 
miles per hour, where the rails are 
thirty feet in length, and this is the 
case generally. 

Count the number of telegraph poles 
passed in two minutes, if there are jour 
or five wires to a pole; and in two 
minutes and twenty seconds if there 
are one or two wires to a pole; the 
number of poles passed is the number 
of miles per hour at which the train is 
traveling.
